B. C.” envoys and they are taking a 
more favorable view cl it. 
After the conference Ju stice Lam ar 
dii lated the following statem en t: 
"W e had a co n fere m e in which we 
continued th e discussion of a point 
oft whl< h we had not agieod on S a tu r­ 
day. I ne m a tte r is still urn! r d i s c u s ­ 
sion, but we found iii our talk that w e j 
ware not ho far apart iii our co n stru c­ 
tion of certain phases aud 
we are j 
still quite hopeful.'* 
The m ediators have taken the posi­ 
tion that they will adm it the C onsti­ 
tutionalists if they are ready to agree 
to an annist L e with H uerta and will 
come prepared to discuss internal as 
well as international phases of the 
t It uat leu. 
While the last note from C arranza 
did not m ake clear his attitude with 
resp* i t to these points it was u n d er­ 
stood that the W ashington 
govern­ 
ment had obtained, since then, m ore

co n n s on they w ake from sleep and 
silently aud sw iftly begin their work 
of gliding about the house and seek 
lug nils. 
T hese snakes a re offered for sale in 
ail the m arkets of Bahia and bring 
from $1 to $f», according to their size. 
It Is said th a t they ar** so easily tam ed 
Hist if removed from one house to a n ­ 
other they will return alm ost us in­ 
variably as a dom esticated eat. 


How th* Body Blay Be Robbed of Its 
Heat and Vitality. 
A cold floor is one that conducts heat 
aw ay from the boily, not necessarily 
one th a t is cold iii itself. 
A wooden 
floor aud a sto n e floor exposed to tho 
cold will in themselves have no great 
difference iii tem perature. 
B ut one 
may walk barefooted over a wooden 
floor with com parative comfort, no 
m atter how cold the weather, while a 
stone flour will seem to freeze th e feet. 
On the other band, in a w arm room 
the stone floor will la* w anner than the 
wooden floor, for it will t a k e up tile 
heat. 
T hus the heat from a radiator 
standing on a stone or tile floor will 
m ake it warm for several feet in every 
direction, but it " i l l affect the wooden 
floor only very slight Iv 
A cold floor, 
therefore, Is not a floor which send* 
cold into tin* l«sly through the feet, 
but oui* which takes a w a y the body 
heat, leaving it cold. 
Life consists in keeping up tin* body 
heat. 
It Is in order to get sufficient 
body heat th a t w e eat and to retain It 
th a t we w ear clothes. 
Were there no 
wind and lf we moved hardly ut all 
clothes would not be necessary, be­ 
cause the heat of the body would keep 
a layer of lieated air about ms all tho 
time. 
But the wind and our natural 
m ovem ents constant!) 
disperse 
this 
layer of heated air. and in consequence 
we w ear clothes to keep this layer in. 
Iii sum m er coolie** is secured by 
loose clothing, 
w h i c h lets th** wind 
blow aw ay th e heated air; iii spring 
and fall more c los* y woven garm ents 
keep th** heated air near. 
In very cold 
w eather furs a re used, l*-eause the 
akin and tin* fu r afford a powerful re­ 
sistance to tin* escape of b o d y heated 
air. 
A* long as the body heat is kept 
lip Illness Is likely to he a long time 
aw ay. 
Cold floors rob us of b,»dy I leat they 
stesl aw ny our vitality. Tin* slow sap 
ping of vitality that comes from stand 
lug on cold floors I* fearfully weaken 
lag to tile system . 
No m atter how old 
or ragged a rug or carpet, no m utter 
how thin a cork or fiber mat. It will 
lengthen your life and save you from 
nutni**rles8 
discomforts 
which 
cold 
floors cause’.—N ew York Journal.

crosswise aud dig out the Inside, leav­ 
ing tile shells on a long shallow b ak ­ 
ing tin ready for the tilling. 
Mash the 
hot i*otato with a fork. being sun* that 
no lump* ore left. 
Add the ulK>ve mix 
lure, stirring all thoroughly, and lit 
each shell, rounding it up high and 
m aking it smooth.
